73--per-cent:;-the-amount- 
that can legally bolmposed under the treaty of 
Tientstn, This {ilegal practice of making duty 
pald goods entered under transit-pass pay a tax 
apecially levied mpon them has {n'recent years 
been frequently brought to the noilce of the 
Foretgn Office by our Consuls in thelr 
annual reports, They point out that ‘the 
{nfliction of thle fllegal 7s0-&'@ tax apon 
goods entering the southern provinces of China 
under translt-paes {¢ paralyaing our trade {n these 
tegtons and prevents {ts further extecsion, The 
tax Is-an “(plaid charge” levied upon goods 
which have paid transit dues at a treaty port, 
and latherefore decidedly iflegal. It outrages 
both the exect wording and the clear fotention 
of the treaty of Tlentsin. If quibbles have been 
talsed by bair-splittlog Chinese Viceroys fn {ts 
defence, those quibbles should be promptly set 
at rest for ever by the revlilon of (he commerctat 
articles of the treaty, 

Fortuvately Britlsh Interests are now {n the 
hands of a Minieter who can, we think, be safely 
relfed on to avail bimself of every tuen in the

to recogoise the special services rendered to 
their countrymen In the hour of need and with

that both countries, temporarily direct: thatr 
forces by sea and and to cease hostilities. 

“Memortalising the Throne upon’ the 
advisability of this coume, the commands of 
bis Imperial Majesty, my august Master, have 
been recelved a follows :~- : 

"Whereas Mr. Detring has held office In
